
Homes to go in gas 
towers demolition 

A ROW of houses and two landmark 
gas towers near Northampton town 
centre could be demolished within 
the next 18 months. 

For the past few years, the West Northamp¬ 
tonshire Development Corporation (WNDC) 
has been holding talks with National Grid 
about the future of the structures near St Pe¬ 
ter’s Way and Towcester Road. 

And following a meeting of the WNDC’s 
board this week, it was revealed the two gas 
towers, and the 10 houses in nearby Tanner 
Street, could be demolished by the end of 
2012. 

Chris Garden, the WNDC’s director of re¬ 
generation, said: “National Grid is holding 
a review of the future of the gas holders at 
the moment. The towers could be decommis¬ 
sioned by the end of the year. Following that 
we could start demolition quite quickly.” 

The houses in Tanner Street, next to the 
gas towers, are all that remain of a number 
of homes which once stood in the area. 

If the towers and houses are demolished, 
it is thought they would make way for the 
development of new offices as part of North¬ 
ampton’s Enterprise Zone, a scheme to regen¬ 
erate the area which was backed by the Gov¬ 
ernment in August. 

In preparation for the scheme, the WNDC 
has bought all the houses in Tanner Street 
and the majority of land around the gas tow¬ 
ers, stretching as far as Black Lion Hill. The 
homes have been rented back to the occupi¬ 
ers. 

National Grid has been looking into the fu¬ 
ture of the gas towers for a number of years. 

The organisation has a policy of reducing 
the number of gas holders there are across 
the country as they have been replaced by 
new technologies. The gas towers in St Peter's Way, Northampton, could be demolished within 18 months CE picture

Sex shop bids 
to put more 
goods on show 


FAMILY values campaigners have 
raised concerns about plans by a 
Northampton town centre sex shop 
to display its goods more openly to 
the public. 

Traditionally, sex shops have covered win¬ 
dows so people passing by on the street can¬ 
not see what they sell. 

But the owners of Simply Pleasure, in 
Wellingborough Road, have applied to North¬ 
ampton Borough Council for permission to 
have an ‘open window display’, showing off 
some of the less racy items they stock. 

In a letter to the council, Lisa Moss, from 
the Dorset-based firm, said: “We can assure 
you the inside of the shop will not be visible 
to passers-by and we’ll not be displaying an¬ 
ything of an explicit or erotic nature. 

“We feel that having an open window will 
make the front of the shop look more appeal¬ 
ing.” 


The firm said the window display would 
feature “lingerie and club wear”, with the 
items displayed so that people could not see 
beyond them into the actual shop. 

But a group of parents, who earlier this 
year used the influential Mums Net website 
to campaign against nearby strip club Ur¬ 
ban Tiger being granted a new licence, said 
opening up Strictly Pleasure’s window dis¬ 
play could upset some people. 

Mother-of-three Anjona Roy said: “I don’t 
see what’s wrong with them having blanked 
out windows. That’s much more fitting for 
an environment where you have families 
and young children passing on the way to 
school or the shops.” 

Members of Northampton Borough Coun¬ 
cil’s licensing committee will make a deci¬ 
sion next week on the window plan. The 
owners of the sex shop have also applied 
for permission to open the store on Sundays 
from 10am until 4pm. 


Actor talks 
about crash 

ROWAN Atkinson has 
broken his silence 
on his car crash last 
month. The 56-year-old, 
who lives in Northamp¬ 
tonshire, near Oundle, 
lost control of his 
McLaren FI and hit a 
tree on the A605 near 
Haddon, in Cambridge¬ 
shire, on August 4. He 
broke his shoulder 
blade in the accident 
and still has his arm 
in a sling: “It’s painful 
but it doesn’t seem to 
need any surgery, so 
hopefully it’s on the 
mend.” The model is 
one of only 70 in the 
world and would be 
worth £2m in perfect 
condition. He added: 

“It wasn’t a write-off 
and it didn’t catch 
fire. I’ve had it for 14 
years so it’s a fam¬ 
ily heirloom, and I’d 
rather keep it and get 
it mended.”

Regional fire call centre 
plan a 'complete failure' 


UNION officials in Northamptonshire 
have applauded a Government report that 
has branded the £500m regional fire con¬ 
trol centre project a “complete failure”. 

The damning Public Accounts Com¬ 
mittee report said the ‘FireControl’ plan, 
launched by the previous Labour Gov¬ 
ernment, was one of the worst cases of 
project failure it had seen for years and 
was “flawed from the outset”. 

It was launched in 2004, with the aim 
of replacing 46 fire and rescue control 
rooms in England with nine new regional 
centres, and would have seen call han¬ 
dlers for Northamptonshire answering 
the phone in Leicestershire. 

But the coalition Government scrapped 
it last year after a series of expensive de¬ 
lays, with the bill currently standing at 


half a billion pounds and rising by £4 
million a month in rent. 

Gary Mitchell, regional Fire Brigades 
Union (FBU) member, said: “We told the 
Government all this when we gave evi¬ 
dence a couple of years ago to select com¬ 
mittee. 

“Since then support staff in Northamp¬ 
tonshire have been made redundant while 
this money was getting wasted.” 

Since the regional centres scheme was 
abandoned, plans have been made for a 
‘buddy’ arrangement between Northamp¬ 
tonshire and Warwickshire that would 
see a joint bid for Government cash to up¬ 
grade existing software here that assists 
call handling and deployment during an 
emergency as well as its telephony equip¬ 
ment.

Club reveals 
its plans for 
expansion 


SAINTS chairman Leon Bar- 
well has said the rugby club 
is still in talks with Asda 
about plans to build a store 
close to Franklin's Gardens, 
but added "there are other 
supermarkets out there" 

In 2009, the club revealed plans 
to expand the stadium to a capac¬ 
ity of 17,000, funded by the devel¬ 
opment of an Asda supermarket 
on one of the club’s car parks. 

At the club’s AGM this week, 
new £5 million plans for the sta¬ 
dium’s expansion were revealed, 
showing the ground could now 
grow to 15,500 seats. 

And while Mr Barwell insisted 
talks were still ongoing with Asda, 
he hinted other firms could be 
brought in to help fund the devel¬ 
opment if the supermarket walked 
away. 

He said: “Asda are still interest¬ 
ed and we are in talks with them. 

“But most people know they re¬ 


cently acquired Netto and quite 
clearly, when you go out and buy a 
chain of supermarkets, you need 
to look at where you’ve got stores 
and where you’ve got gaps. 

“Asda has sensibly taken some 
time out to look at that, but our 
proposal is still very much on the 
table with them. 

“Having Asda on board would 
make our development fantastical¬ 
ly easier and it’s still our number 
one priority to try to achieve that. 
And if it’s not Asda, there are oth¬ 
er supermarkets and out-of-town 
retailers who may be interested.” 

Latest plans for the expansion 
would see a new stand replace the 
Sturtridge Pavilion. 

It would feature more than 2,500 
seats, 10 corporate boxes, a func¬ 
tion room, television studio and a 
bar. 

The expansion would mean 
Franklin’s Gardens was big 
enough to stage Heineken Cup 
quarter-final games. 


County suffering from 
deer over-population 


A REPORT has highlighted 
Northamptonshire as one of 
the worst affected areas in the 
country for overpopulation of 
potentially destructive deer. 

Figures revealed at the Brit¬ 
ish Ecological Society’s annual 
meeting suggested that wide¬ 
spread culling would have to 
be introduced in some parts of 
Britain. 

Deer numbers have returned 
to levels not seen in Britain 
since the Norman Conquest in 
1066, reaching two million. 


They are threatening impor¬ 
tant woodland habitats by dam¬ 
aging trees, crops and woodland 
habitats, putting other species, 
such as dormice and nightin¬ 
gales, at risk. 

Corby, and the nearby Rock¬ 
ingham Forest, is one of the ar¬ 
eas where the problem was said 
to be at its worst, according to 
the report. In recent years, Sal- 
cey Forest, run by the Forestry 
Commission, near Hartwell, 
has reported a high muntjac 
deer population.

25,000 were 
caught by 
speed traps 


ALMOST 25,000 motor¬ 
ists were caught speed¬ 
ing in Northamptonshire 
last year, figures released 
by Northamptonshire 

Police have revealed. 

They show 11,067 of those driv¬ 
ers paid to attend a police speed 
awareness workshop, while 6,897 
were handed a £60 fixed penalty no¬ 
tice and given three penalty points 
on their driving licence. A further 
1,456 were prosecuted through 
the courts. Roadside police opera¬ 
tions, using speed guns and mo¬ 
bile police vans, also helped snare 
a further 4,638 drivers across the 
county in 2010. 

All the revenue from speed 
awareness workshops was re¬ 
ceived by Northamptonshire 
Casualty Reduction Partnership 
and reinvested into road safety 
schemes, while the proceeds of 
speeding fines instead went to the 
Government. 

The figures were released yes¬ 
terday after the Government de¬ 
manded police and local councils 
show an increased transparency 


and accountability. 

Every local authority in the 
country has, or will have to re¬ 
lease speed camera details. Speed 
traps in Northamptonshire were 
scrapped in March this year. 

Chief Inspector Sean Bell said: 
“We welcome the opportunity 
to release this information and 
increase transparency about 
the number of offences at safety 
camera locations throughout the 
county. 

“A consequence of the closure 
of the partnership was the deci¬ 
sion to stop the use of fixed safety 
cameras; therefore the locations 
listed are no longer operational. 

“We remain committed to reduc¬ 
ing road casualties and have set 
up a new safer roads police team 
to concentrate on the targeted use 
of mobile safety cameras across 
the county. 

“Tragically, 25 people lost their 
lives on the county’s road in 2010; 
however this represents a 48 per 
cent reduction compared to the 
baseline period of 1994 to 1998 
when an average of 48 people lost 
their lives per year.” 


'Drivers deserve to 
know information' 


THE Government minister for 
roads said motorists deserved 
to know whether speed cameras 
were helping to cut the number 
of road accidents or not. 

Road Safety Minister, Mike 
Penning, said the publication of 
speed camera data would allow 
drivers to make an “informed” 
decision about whether the 
cameras had worked in North¬ 
amptonshire or not. He was 
speaking after councils up and 
down the country were asked 
to reveal the total number of 


speeding motorists caught by 
every speed camera in the UK. 

Mr Penning said: “Local resi¬ 
dents have a right to expect 
that when their council spends 
money on speed cameras, they 
publish information to show 
whether those cameras are 
helping to reduce accidents or 
not. 

“I hope this information 
will help local people make 
informed judgments about the 
impact cameras are having on 
their local roads.”

STUNNED spectators at a 
stock car race watched in 
horror as a driver continu¬ 
ally smashed his car into a 
steel barrier after he was 
knocked unconscious and 
his foot became lodged on 
the accelerator. 

New Zealand driver Steve Rees 
was racing at the FI Stock Car 
World Championships, held at 
Northampton Stadium, in Brafield 
on Saturday, when he was acciden¬ 
tally knocked out during a colli¬ 
sion. 

Despite being out cold his car 
continued to plough around the 
track, almost completing an entire 
lap as his steering wheel locked to 
the right, meaning his car bounced 
on and off the metal barrier. 

His progress was only stopped 
by the quick-thinking of another 
driver, Ryan Harrison, from Dav- 
entry, who realised there was a 
problem and manoeuvred his car 


into the runaway vehicle’s path. 

Another driver, Craig Finni- 
kin, then ran across the track and 
managed to navigate a huge cloud 
of smoke to flick the ‘kill switch’ 
inside the car. 

Stewards and medics cut Mr 
Rees out of his car and he was tak¬ 
en to hospital where, after a series 
of checks to his neck and head, he 
was later discharged. 

Glen Cousner, one of the stew¬ 
ards on the night, said the drama 
was one of the strangest things he 
had seen on a racetrack. He said: 
“He did the whole lap while he was 
unconscious, just bouncing off the 
Armco. 

“He had been hit by another 
car and his steering was stuck to 
the right. His foot was also stuck 
on the accelerator, so all he was 
doing was bouncing off the fence 
around the whole circuit while un¬ 
conscious.” 

Mr Rees was back at the track 
on Sunday to thank stewards for 
their help.

Uni conference to 
discuss EDL report 


A MAJOR report on the ideolo¬ 
gy, structure and development 
of the English Defence League 
(EDL) will be launched at an 
international conference at 
The University of Northamp¬ 
ton next week. 

The report, The EDL: Brit¬ 
ain’s Far-Right Social Move¬ 
ment, examines the EDL’s in¬ 
fluence on far-right terrorism. 

Dr Matthew Feldman, sen¬ 
ior lecturer in 20th century 
history and director of the 
Radicalism and New Media 
Research Group at The Uni¬ 


versity of Northampton, who 
organised the Populist Racism 
conference, said: “Our report 
is intended not only for policy¬ 
makers and officials, but also 
for the wider public - so affect¬ 
ed by the disorder brought to 
towns and cities across Britain 
as a result of EDL ‘protests’

TV Licensing caught around 
1,090 people in Northampton 
watching television without a 
licence during the first eight 
months of 2011. 


Mark Whitehouse, TV Licens¬ 
ing spokesperson for the East 
Midlands, said: “Some evaders 
are very inventive with their 
excuses, which can be quite en¬ 
tertaining, but the point is that 
watching or recording live TV 
without a licence is against the 
law. 

“In fairness to the honest ma¬ 
jority of people who pay the fee, 
we’ll prosecute those who try to 
avoid it. 

“We would always prefer peo¬ 
ple to pay than risk a fine of up 
to £1,000. We offer a wide range of 
payment options to help spread 
the cost and to suit people’s needs.

It is a legal requirement to be 
covered by a valid TV licence if 
you are watching or recording 
TV at the same time as it is broad¬ 
cast.

Licence should be treated as es¬ 
sential expenditure when draw¬ 
ing up a household budget. You 
could get a fine for not having a 
licence.”

MP secures 
debate in 
Parliament 


AN MP fighting the 
HS2 rail link proposal, 
which will cut through 
the Northamptonshire 
countryside, has se¬ 
cured a debate in Par¬ 
liament on the contro¬ 
versial topic. 

Andrea Leadsom, the MP 
for South Northamptonshire, 
has been granted the debate 
by the backbench Business 
Committee, to take place on 
October 13. 

The consultation on HS2, 
a proposed high-speed rail 
link between London, Bir¬ 
mingham and Manchester, 
has now closed and the Gov¬ 
ernment will be presenting 
their findings by the end of 
the year. 

Mrs Leadsom said: “I am 


delighted that, with support 
from many colleagues across 
all parties, we have managed 
to secure this debate. 

“It is extremely important 
that a project of such na¬ 
tional significance, that will 
cost every household in the 
country £1,000, is debated 
and scrutinised closely.’ 

“I will be arguing that, 
while agreeing with the ur¬ 
gent need to improve our rail 
capacity, HS2 is not the right 
choice. This project will de¬ 
liver no relief to struggling 
commuters on the West Coast 
Mainline until 2026 at the 
earliest and once completed 
I fear that local commuter 
services from places such as 
Northampton, Rugby, Milton 
Keynes and Coventry will ac¬ 
tually suffer as a result.

Kevin McCole, prosecuting, said 
the RSPCA secured access to the 
property and found “so much fae¬ 
ces it was hard to find a place to 
stand”. 


Mr McCole said an examination 
of the dog showed it to be severely 
emaciated, with its ribs and spine 
visible and had lost nearly all its 
natural fat reserves. 

Sentencing has been adjourned 
until next month. 

Magistrates indicated they were 
looking at a high-level community 
order. 

The dog has made a full recovery 
and has been rehomed.

TWO hundred twins, including a 
pair who first met aged 66, gath¬ 
ered in Northamptonshire for the 
first UK conference of its kind 
outside London.

SPECIAL REPORT: Frankfurt Motor Show

Land Rover 
DC100 


I T’S not big, it’s vast - the Frankfurt mo¬ 
tor is a once every two years chance for 
Germany’s car makers to show off. 

And boy, do they flex their corporate mus¬ 
cle. Take Volkswagen; for days before the 
show opened around 1,000 people had been 
building the company’s show stand. Shaped 
like a cloud and big enough to display 50 
vehicles, it is lit by 2,100 lamps and needs 50 
miles of cable. 

Not enough for Audi, though, which 
built its own temporary show hall, big 
enough for its latest cars to roar round on 
a banked indoor track and rumoured to 
have cost 10 million euros. 

So it’s good to see, if you’re rooting for 
the UK (which hasn’t had a proper motor 
show for some years) that not all the show 
stoppers were designed on computers sit¬ 
ting in a German car plant. One of them 
came from Coventry, no less, in the shape 
of the Jaguar C-X16 prototype. 

And another came from the other 
branch of what we’ll soon get used to call¬ 
ing JLR - for Jaguar Land Rover. 

For one of Frankfurt’s genuine surpris¬ 
es was a futuristic glimpse into the future 
(well, 2015 at any rate) when Land Rover 
is due to introduce a brand new version of 
the Defender. 

But the Jag first. Pretty enough to 
take your breath away, this is the car 
that’s going to morph into the E-Type 
for the 21st century. The shortest Jaguar 


since the 1954 XK 120, it’s powered by a 
new supercharged V6 petrol engine and 
boosted by an on-demand electric motor 
for a top speed of 186mph. It’s expected to 
cost from around £50,000 when sales of 
the production model start in around 18 
months time, by which time an obvious 
competitor will have already become a 
modestly common sight. 

That car - the new Porsche 911 - is 
another Frankfurt star. Only the third all 
new 911 in the car’s history (it made its 
debut at Frankfurt in 1963) the new model 
continues the looks of old (mad not to) but 
is a bit bigger and, with a new 3.4 litre, 

350 horsepower engine for the entry level 
911 faster and more economical. 

Now, put German (Porsche) engineer¬ 
ing and British design together and you 
have the new Hemera, from a London- 
based company you won’t have heard of 
- Eterniti Motors. Called the world’s first 
‘super SUV’, the car is based on a Porsche 
Cayenne with its own unique blinged-up 
bodywork. It won’t be cheap (prices from 
around £150,000); features include twin 
electric rear seats, iPads and a drinks 
chiller. Production is promised for 2012. 

One show car definitely not scheduled 
for production is the Kia GT, although its 
vaguely Aston Martin-like lines and sheer 
in your face style signify a company simply 
oozing confidence these days. More sensible, 
but with style to spare, is the Kia Optima. 


It’s the size of a BMW 5 Series and could 
shake up the executive car market when it 
arrives on our shores some time next year. 

And back to Land Rover, which showed 
a closed and open version of its new 
Defender thinking. The first we’d seen 
already, the topless version of the DC 100 
was as unexpected as it was startlingly 
effective, complete with cut down wind¬ 
screen and a sonar system like that found 
in a submarine to tell you how deep is the 
river you’re about to try to ford. It will 
doubtless be toned down before we can 
buy one, but let’s hope not by too much. 

Frankfurt is Europe’s biggest car show 
and probably the most important and yes, 
there were plenty of daft looking designs 
that you know will never see the light of a 
production line. More interesting were the 
rash of new cars you WILL be able to sit 
down at the local car showroom anytime 
soon. 

In no particular order: 

MERCEDES B-CLASS: Due here in 
March, it’s lower than today’s car yet 
roomier inside, one of the most aerody¬ 
namic shapes in the world and comes with 
a new range of engines promising much 
better economy. The seats are nearer the 
ground than the old car (easier to get in 
and out of, says Mercedes), while every 
car will have a radar based anti-collision 
system that warns of a potential shunt 
ahead. 


HONDA CIVIC: A smoothed off 
version of the mould breaking current (and 
Swindon-built) car, the new Civic is going 
to major on an improved ride and better 
handling. The new Civic will go on sale at 
the start of next year with 1.4 and 1.8-litre 
petrol engines and a 2.2-litre diesel. Prices 
will be similar to today’s, starting at around 
£16,000. The 2.2-litre diesel will bring C02 
emissions down to 1 lOg/km, but a new 1.6- 
litre diesel will be added later. 

VOLKSWAGEN UP: Well, it’s the up! 

(no capitals and an exclamation mark in 
VW-speak) and it’s a big car hiding inside 
a small car’s bodyshell. The Up! is a front- 
wheel-drive city car to be powered by a 
new generation of 1.0-litre three-cylinder 
petrol engines with emissions below 100g/ 
km and fuel economy of more than 60mpg 
with stop-start. It will go on sale in the UK 
next March from around £8,000. Its new 
underbody structures and engines have 
been developed so that they can be expand¬ 
ed for the next-generation VW Polo, and 
there will be Seat and Skoda versions. 

SKODA: The gap between the little Fabia 
and much bigger Octavia will be plugged 
when the Mission L arrives here next year, 
after going on sale in India first, later in 
2011. It will look a lot like the Frankfurt 
‘concept car’ which enhances Skoda’s 
reputation for simply styled, unshowy 
cars that deliver the goods at sensible 
prices.

Cardoza backs Johnson 


COBBLERS chairman David 
Cardoza has backed manag¬ 
er Gary Johnson to turn the 
side's form around - but has 
urged the club's supporters 
to be patient. 

Town have won just twice in their 
first nine npower League Two fix¬ 
tures, a run that currently sees them 
20th in the table. 

They were dominated in the second 
half at Macclesfield last weekend as 
they succumbed to a 3-1 defeat with

No, 
but if we win a couple of games then 
the whole thing turns around so it’s 
too early to be worried. I’m very con¬ 
fident Gary can turn it around. There 
have been some massive changes in 
the summer, we’ve got virtually a 
whole new team and it is going to take 
time.” 

Johnson endured a slow start at 
Bristol City, with the side losing 11 
of the first 14 games under his con¬ 


trol, but he eventually steered them 
to within 90 minutes of the Premier 
League. And Cardoza is hoping it 
will be a case of another slow start 
followed by a run of success for the 
55-year-old at Sixfields. 

“The fans are going to have to be 
patient,” he said. “I wish our form 
was better than it is but it isn’t and 
we’ve got to see that through. 

“We couldn’t have appointed any¬ 
one better, he ticks all the boxes, and 
to be fair he’s had slow starts wher¬ 
ever he has gone, by the looks of it. 

“We’ve just got to hope that’s the 


situation here and that we’ll take off 
any minute. It’s a bit of a surprise 
where we are and I fully expected us 
to be doing better, but we’ve got win- 
nable games coming up and let’s see 
where we are after that.” 

The Cobblers are aiming to collect 
their first home win of the season 
on Saturday when they entertain 
fellow strugglers Dagenham & Red¬ 
bridge (ko 3pm).
